SAn Jtf S Rajalingcm (Warangal) Mr Speaker Sir, m 
the hon mover of the Bill had expected that the three stages 
of Heading could be finished within half-an-hour But, I am 
afraid, with the strange questions that have been raised on 
the floor of the House, we may have to take more tune — 
Though the Bill has been brought forward here to further 
the spirit of the Constitution of India and implement the 
State policies mentioned therein — the Bill is being condemned 
by certain Sections, 

Sir, when such a Bill has been brought forward here and 
even after some hon. Members from urns side have thrown 
light over this Bill, it is strange that some members have said - 
that this Bill has been brought to exploit the opposition. I do 



not know, Su , how such an intei pretation can be made In the 
Statement of Objects and Seasons, it is very cleaily mention- 
ed that oy a definite progi amme of progressive expansion, 
compulsory and fiee education is going to be introduced in 
the whole of the State In spite of it, doubts have been ex- 
pressed on the Bill and these doubts on such a good policy aie 
something, perhaps detrimental to the nation at large 


Secondly, Sii, the question of education ib being linked 
up with educated unemployment No doubt a Bill on educa- 
ted unemployment might come 01 would find its own 
place on some other occasion, but as it stands now, I am 
afraid, to take up the question of educated unemployment and 
then come to a logic that because educated unemployment is 
growing, education should cease 01 primary schools should not 
be conducted or compulsory education should not be intro- 
duced, is all a perverted logic which does not benefit this 
House 


Thirdly, Sir, it has been said in thiB connection that the 
maintenance of parents is a prime factor which the Govern- 
ment should look into before the Primary Compulsory 
Education Bill is introduced. It is doubtful, Sii, whether 
such things are possible, and whether the Opposition Party- 
may it be of any ideology — or the Party in Power is right m 
advancing such arguments I feel, we have forgotten the 
fundamental principle, viz., Finance I am afraid, such 
suggestions have no place m the Bill or in the discussions. 

Fourthly, Sir, it has been said that compulsory education 
has been agreed upon in spirit, but it has been argued out by 
some responsible Members that all the primary schools must 
be converted into schools for compulsory primary education 
This is a similar argument, Sir, and I wonder whether the 
Members have take® into consideration the expenditure that 
Government will have to incur and also the budgetary 
previsions If an ordinary Member has raased this point 
perhaps, we would have overlooked it. But it has been raised 
py some responsible Members of the opposition. 

Next point, Sir, Some fear has been expressed about the 
case of students who aie not in a position to go to approved 
echools after that particular area becomes an area of com- 
pulsion and about the case of students who due to incapacity 
to pay school fees cannot go to recognised schools or special 
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schools It has been aigued out that they will be punished 
These are wiong notions that have enteied into the foams of 
some Membeis and I am afiaid Sn it is not the intention 
of the Bill In my opinion the Bill has been very caiefully 
diafted If we look into clause 2 (w) of the Bill it will be 
found that aiea of compulsion has been defined as 
the aiea m which pumaiy education up to any standard is 
compulsoiy So the Government have cleaily stated that 
the aiea of compulsion has to be sele ted fii&t If we also 
look into clause 6 (1) we find to deteimme the exact location 
of pumary schools in its aiea of compulsion It will be 
theiefoie deal that the Local Committee is empoweied to 
go and select the paitieulai few villages While the Local 
Committee goes to enqune into the whole affau I think ong 
of the pi me factois foi them is to see whethei that paitieulai 
aiea possesses that educational consciousness foi receiving 
piimary education At the same time they have also to see 
whethei the pel sons theie aie in a position to meet at least 
pait of the expenses If necessary then economic standard 
and such othei things vyhll be taken into consideiation As 
such I feel, Local Committees have got greatei lesponsibih 
ties accoiding to this Bill and I do not see any leason why we 
should doubt that unnecessarily people will be harassed 

Lastly Su anothei point has been bi ought heie namely 
that local committees must be elected I am not foi it We 
cannot make the local committees consist ol conflicting ele 
ments diffeung on educational policy to make personal 
giounds This cannot be encouraged as long as the Govern 
ment is theie to continue its own educational pohey The 
policy has to be worked out through Committees ovei which 
Government has got confidence We cannot have conflicting 
elements in the focal committees and think of executing or 
bung into foice our educational pohey 

Anothei point Sn so far as the question of Com 
mumty Projects is concerned a wiong notion seems 
to have entered the minds of ceitain hon Members 
that the piesent scheme is m a way linked up With 
oi has got to be opeiated by only m aieas wheie the Com 
muqity Projects aie undei piogiess The Bill does hot say 
that. As I understand the hon Munster Only meant to say 
that a good stait has been given by the community piojects 
To think that the aiea of selection is the paitieulai area of 
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villages wheiein the community piojects scheme is being 
implemented is unwau anted and is only a miaappi ehension 
that ceitain membeis aie suffenng undei This kind of 
thinking about the community projects has unfortunately 
led them even to think of the Anglo American Impel labstic 
sentiments andaiuve at the illogical conclusion that the veiy 
spuit of education may even fail It is even peihaps doubt- 

ed that it may lead to expansion of impel lalistic thoughts I 

feel that this is an absurd doubt lingering m the minds of 
cei tain hon Membeia and I feel that should not be the case
